In an attempt to replicate the excitement 
generated by a successful and well-attended 
book brigade event in a neighboring East End 
village, the East End Jarvis Hoover Memorial 
Regional Library in Napeague attempted 
their own book brigade this past Saturday.

MCGUMBUS ENJOYS CONCERT 

A concert in Volunteer Park on Shelter 
Island was disrupted Saturday night by the 
appearance of Old Man McGumbus. Revelers at 
the concert were surprised to see McGumbus, 
the cantankerous 115-year-old who has spent 
the bulk of the last two years encased in a 
bunker under sand dunes, and they called police 
immediately. The police arrived with full riot 
gear, and surrounded the park in anticipation 
of taking action against McGumbus.

Town Squabbles 


To Move or Not to Move the Windmill, That Is the Question

ast night, over 500 people packed into 

the meeting hall at the East Hampton 
firehouse for the third public meeting involving 
the plan to move the historic Old Hook Mill 
windmill on Main Street to the new farm museum 
on Cedar Street. 

“This will be absolutely the last public meeting 
on this topic,” Village Mayor Hickenlooper said. 
He was referring to the second meeting on this 
topic, which occurred three weeks earlier and 
which was supposed to be the last. In front of 
him, about 50 people in the crowd held signs 
reading SAVE THE MILL and SHAME—and 1806, 
which was the date the historic wood shingled 
mill was built. 

Nearly all in the crowd opposed the move. 
Still, there were a few who were in favor. There 
were two signs that read MOVE ON. 

The Mayor explained once again why moving 
the mill was necessary. His explanation was 
interrupted frequently with boos. 

“The State Department of Transportation 
wants this. The Long Island Rail Road 
wants this. And leaving it where it is is 


simply too costly.” 

He was referring to the fact that tall trucks, 
going down Main Street from the center of 
town, continue to smash into or get wedged 
in under the overhead railroad trestle just 
adjacent to the mill. It had been hoped that 
three enormous yellow road signs reading TEN 
FOOT CLEARANCE, which were installed last 
summer leading up to the trestle and partially 
blocking the view of the old windmill, would put 
a stop to this. But it has not. 

“It’s all about the windmill,” the Mayor 
continued. “It continues to be a distraction. 
These truckers, they look at the pretty windmill. 
Then they hit the railroad trestle.” 

The Mayor went on and on about the problem 
this mill has caused. 

“Sometimes a truck gets wedged in under the 
bridge so bad it takes hours to get it out,” he 
said. “Traffic has to detour over to Town Lane 
then back up North Main Street to the traffic 
light in front of the IGA, and it is a mess.” 

“How many times has that happened!” 
someone from the crowd-shouted. 

“Many, many times.” 

“It’s a small price to pay.” 


“I want to turn this over to our Highway 
Department Superintendent, Mr. Roads. 
Mr. Roads, please come up and tell us how 
many times the huge sign on the trestle has had 
to be replaced.” 

Mr. Roads took the microphone. 

“Too many times for me to mention,” he said. 

The Mayor had taken his seat. “And what is 
the cost?” 

“Each time, about $8,000 between material 
and labor. The men have to go up on a ladder 
to fix it, if it is bent, or put up a new one if 
it broke.” 

“Let us speak,” a woman in the audience said. 

“Okay,” the Mayor said. Thirty hands shot up. 

“You there.” 

“I am opposed to you moving the windmill.” 

“Could you please give your name?” 

“Iam Charles Best. I have a house on the 
Circle in the center of town. That windmill is 
the very symbol of downtown East Hampton,” 
he said. “I see it on Main Street there every 
time I go out of my house. It still can grind grain 
into flour. It still functions. What else do we 
have that is over 200 years old and still functions 
like this?” (Cont'd on next page)

“The Mayor!” 
Laughter followed. 

“If you move that mill down to the 
Farm Museum,” Best continued, “that would 
leave only one other mill in the village to carry 
on the tradition of the early settlers grinding 
flour here.” 

“There are two others,” Mr. Roads said. 

“No, just one. The one on James Lane,” 
Best continued. ; 

“There are two on James Lane. The Gardiner 
Mill and the Home Sweet Home Mill.” 

“| thought that was just one mill,” Best said. 

“Order, order, we'll have just one person 
speak at a time. Who else? You?” 

The Mayor pointed to a small woman sitting 
facing him in the very first row. 

“I'm Mrs. Ronald Carroll, and | think the mill 
should be moved,” she said. 

“Where do you live, Mrs. Carroll?” the Mayor 
asked. He wanted to make sure everyone 
speaking was a member of the village. 

“I live on Lily Pond Lane, sir,” she said. 

“And why do you think it should be moved?” 
the Mayor asked. 

“Because the way it is now, those three big 
yellow signs that say look out for the low trestle 
almost entirely block the view of the mill. It 
needs to be seen.” 

“1 would like to remind everyone,” the 
Mayor said, “that Main Street is a_ state- 
controlled road, and they have promised that 
if the windmill is not moved, they will put 
up three more big signs. Six signs will 
entirely block the view of Hook Mill.” 


somebody shouted out. 


“We don’t want that,” somebody shouted 


from the audience. 

“And the only other choice given us if we 
refuse to move it is they will knock it down and 
cart it away for firewood.” 

The crowd murmured such things as 
“impossible,” and “outrageous.” 

“Move the Mill!” somebody carrying a sign 
reading SAVE THE MILL shouted. 

Others joined in the chorus. 

“Wait a minute!” someone shouted from 
the rear. 

“Mr. Testosteron, in the rear,” the Mayor said. 

“Why can’t the railroad simply raise the 


. trestle four feet, have the train go up a four- 


foot rise to cross it then down the four-foot rise 
when it gets to the other side?” 

“We have looked into that,” Mayor 
Hickenlooper said. “It’s estimated cost would 
be $4 billion. That’s more than 30 years of our 
entire village budget.” 

“Everyone can get under a 14-foot clearance,” 
Mr. Testosteron said, having apparently not 
heard the Mayor. “And trains go up hills and 
down. I bought my son a book called The Little 
Engine that Could, and in it...” 

Whatever else he said was drowned out 
by murmuring. The Mayor used his gavel to 
restore order. 

“The moving of the mill to the Farm Museum, 
on the other hand,” the Mayor said, “would 
only cost a few hundred dollars. These old mills 
used to get moved around all the time. They’re 
just positioned on large rocks at the base. You 


put lumber under them and lift them up. Teams 


of horses used to move them. And the Farm 
Museum is just on the other side of the railroad 
trestle. It will look beautiful there. We’ve got the 
barn there, the old farmhouse, now we’d have 
the windmill.” 

“The windmill is 40 feet tall,” someone in the 
audience said. “It won’t fit under the trestle.” 

“That’s true.” The Mayor looked startled. 

“Even lain down on its side, it must be 12 feet 
at least,” the man continued. Someone shouted 
something. “I’m saying remove the windmill 
blades, of course. And it won’t fit under Town 
Line trestle, either.” 

“We're thinking of making it an event,” the 
Mayor said. “Lift it up, get horses to tow it up 
Newtown Lane and across the tracks at Cooper 
and then back down to North Main.” 

“Mrs. Van, could you speak?” the Mayor 
asked Marina Van, head of the East Hampton 
Chamber of Commerce. She stood up. 

“Yes. It could be quite a day.” 

“And then;” the Mayor said, “without the 
distraction of the windmill where it is now, 
some of these drunken truckers would not be 
running into the trestle.” 

“Would the State remove those incredibly 
ugly yellow signs?” someone in the audience 
asked. It was a person holding a SHAME sign. 

“I don’t know,” the Mayor said. “All right, 
all right, we’ve heard enough.” He banged his 
gavel. “This public meeting is over. We will 
announce our decision next week.” 

And with that, the people got up and slowly 
left the meeting hall to continue talking out on 
the street. #2.

Sprayathons, Champagne, Cannonballs and the People Next Door

n July 3, Brett Barna, a 31-year-old portfolio 

manager at a Wall Street hedge fund, held 
an Independence Day party at a 14-bedroom 
mansion in Sag Harbor. 

He had 500 people and a _ bunch of 
dwarfs dressed in red-white-and-blue costumes 
and a whole lot of Champagne, he told The New 
York Post. 

Barna did not own the house. He’d made an 
arrangement, through a real estate contact, 
with investor Omar Amanat, 43, who owns the 
house but lives full-time in New Jersey. 

According to Amanat, Barna told him the 
party would be for 50 people and it would be a 
fundraiser for Last Chance Animal Rescue. The 
price was $27,000, Barna said, but just before 
the party, Amanat asked for more money, 
and after the party an associate of Amanat’s 
demanded Barna pay an extra $13,000 for the 
use of the house. A friend of Amanat’s told the 
Times the extra money was requested to cover 
damages, although Barna said there weren’t 


any to justify this. Barna wouldn’t pay more. 
Barna didn’t have cash on hand at the time 
of the original deal, he said, so it went as a 
transaction through Airbnb. 

The party was well covered by the media. The 
New York Post described it as A WOLF OF WALL 
STREET STYLE RAGER. It was categorized as a 
Sprayathon. This is something new on the party 
scene. Crowds of partygoers assemble around a 
pool, and a great number of Champagne bottles 
are popped, with the spray showered onto the 
attendees. It’s being done in New York City 
and at some party clubs in the Hamptons. Go 
to napaspray.com and you'll see how it’s done 
in California. 

Anyway, photo and video coverage of the 
party shows pizza slices and bottles floating 
in the pool, a DJ exhorting the crowd, people 
whistling and screaming and all sorts of other 
things going on. 

After the party, Barna disputed the 
charges on his credit card, because he did 
not have full use of the house. There had 
been other renters using the house, he 


said. According to The New York Times, he 
said he had his security people, including a 
retired police chief, keep the revelers out of 
the house, and he had the whole thing only 
outside, around the pool. He also had eight 
portable toilets, the story said. 

Barna told the Times he’d received texts from 
Amanat, which he had saved. One said “I'll keep 
my cool for another 24 hours, then Ill handle 
things another way.” Later, another text came 
from this phone. “When you least expect it one 
night, something so unspeakably bad is going 
to happen to you (maybe its karmic law, maybe 
it’s a friend of mine who heard what you did to 
me.) Personally, | won’t do a thing to you.” 

With the party over, Amanat told the Post 
his house and property were trashed and that 
he was going to sue Barna. He also said to 
the Post that “the animals were the people, a 
thousand of them....1 am not surprised Brett 
got fired. A friend of mine who has been staying 
at the house knows Louis Bacon (founder and 
CEO of Moore Capital Management) and his 
wife personally and called (Cont'd on next page)

them directly to tell them about the destruction 
Brett’s party caused. The friend said Louis was 
appalled and fired Brett immediately.”

Moore Capital Management released a 


statement about it. It reads “[Barna’s] personal 
judgment was inconsistent with the firm’s 
values,” and yes, he was fired.

clean fun,” but that if he were to do it again, he 
probably would not have hired the costumed 
dwarfs. He also said that his party raised 
$100,000 for Last Chance Animal Rescue.

Times, Omar Amanat was arrested at his New 
Jersey home by federal authorities on fraud 
charges relating to a wire and security matter 
involving an internet start up called Kit Digital.

Fort Pond House Is a Shining Example of Democracy in Action

FORT POND HOUSE 

If there was ever a local story that showed 
how public opinion, expressed loudly and 
clearly, can change the outcome of a public 
decision, it is the story.of the Fort Pond House 
in Montauk. 

In the year 2003, Lee Deadrick, who owned 
a small summer home on the Shepherd’s Neck 
peninsula at Fort Pond in Montauk, deeded over 
that property to the Town of East Hampton 
in exchange for $890,000. As it was on four 
acres, and had nearly 800 feet of waterfront on 
the pond, this was quite a bargain. The idea 
was, and it was accepted at the time by Town 
Supervisor Jay Schneiderman, that this house 
would become a nature study house for the use 
of the people of Montauk and specifically for 
the school children of the hamlet. The house, 
little more than a wooden cabin with a screened 
porch facing the pond, was just a five-minute 
walk from the Montauk school. In the pond 
were salamanders, snails, frogs, bugs, fish and

turtles. On the pond were swans and ducks. 
Onshore was wetlands, grass and lots of flowers 
and, sometimes, fauna including pheasants and 
an occasional fox. There was also a small dock. 

The Fort Pond House was open to everyone. 
Besides the kids at the school marching 
down for programs at the house, there were 


programs offered by Boy Scouts and the Nature - 


Conservancy. There was a rowboat. People 
brought down canoes and there were canoe 
lessons. This four-acre peninsula of land had 
and still has the only no-profit public access 
point to row around in the pond by boat. 

These programs continued for seven years, at 
which time the Town of East Hampton, under 
the stewardship of Supervisor Bill Wilkinson, 
decided to put the property up for sale for 
$2 million. The prior town administration, 
under the leadership of Bill McGintee, had 
run up a nearly $30 million deficit. Fort Pond 
House needed repairs, it needed to be made 
secure, it needed to be guarded, it was. an 
insurance liability. It could be a source of much 
needed revenue. 
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The community went ballistic about this. 
Montauk is an unincorporated part of East 
Hampton. Had this been in East Hampton 
Village, this would never happen. People 
compared it to the duck pond in downtown 
East Hampton, often visited by school children. 
But Fort Pond House was 12 miles away. Guess 
it wasn’t that important. This newspaper wrote 
editorials about the callousness of the Town. 
Other newspapers did, too. 

Nevertheless, in 2010, the town closed the 
facility to the nonprofit corporation that was 
overseeing Fort Pond House. Those there 
were then evicted, given a date to leave. Out 
came all the books and magazines and exhibits 
into moving vans. Gone were the films, nature 
walks, book readings and lectures, attended 
sometimes by a crowd that filled the House to 
its full capacity of 50 listeners. There would 
be no more lectures and no more explorations 
by rowboats or anything else. Estimates were 
that more than 200 book readings and lectures 
and other projects were held there during its 
active years.

Fort Pond House would blend back into the 
landscape when sold—a private home for a 
well-to-do individual right on the water.

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Richard Lewis at Bay Street: A Career Obituary

H e’s been called the “heir to Lenny Bruce” 
by The New York Times. Comedy Central 
heralds him as one of the top 50 standup 
comedians of all time. He performed to a 
standing-room only audience at Carnegie Hall. 
He’s acted in dozens of TV shows and movies. 
But is Richard Lewis happy? 
__ “I love my life. I've been sober for 22 years, 
met every conceivable person I’d ever hoped 
I'd meet. But I still have that cloak of doom. It’s 
hard to shake being this shadow person.” Lewis 
takes a rare pause. “That’s probably why I’ve 
always worn black.”

In 2000, Lewis published his memoir The 
Other Great Depression, which chronicled his 
years of addiction and subsequent recovery. He 
talks openly about his childhood, his father’s 
death and his mother’s mental health issues. 
“I didn’t have the happiest childhood. It wasn’t 
their fault, but everyone had their own issues. I 
was left to my own devices. I was a little kid—I 
didn’t realize I'd internalized a lot of stuff until I 
became a comedian.” 

On Monday, August 8, Lewis will perform at 
Bay Street Theater in Sag Harbor. “I’m so glad 
to be in front of strangers. It’s kind of the core 
of everything I do. When I became a comedian 
I realized it was cathartic to talk about my 
issues. If I can pay the bills by helping myself 
psychologically, what could be better? I do it for 
my own health. As long as people keep laughing, 
I’m not alone.” 

Lewis is known for his  stream-of- 
consciousness style of standup, which has been 
aptly compared to jazz. There’s a method to his 
particular brand of madness, a rhythm in his 
delivery that connects topics as disparate as 
the recently announced new season of Curb Your 
Enthusiasm (“I just had dinner the other night 
with Larry David. We discussed the show—I’m 
back for the ninth season! I couldn’t be more 
excited.”), this paper (“Dan’s Papers, who puts

this with Aunt June’s Gazette. Then it’s Cousin 
Waldo’s Magazine at 5.”), his recent purchase $e 
just bought a house after 30 years of living in the 
same place.

Everything is delivered by a voice that’s 
the definition of sardonic: gravelly, with hints 
of New Jersey (where Lewis grew up) and 
a Borscht Belt cadence. “The bottom line is, if 
the TV celebrity becomes president...I don’t 
even know what I'll do. How far away can we 
get from this guy with the orange hair? 
I can’t joke about it. He’s so self-important,

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This Week’s Cover Artist: Sally Breen

Dan’s Papers cover artist 
Sally Breen finds the calm 
reflected in the world 
around her. “My husband 
laughs at me,” she says, 
“because if I’m painting ona 
rainy day I use a lot of grays. 
_ The next day it’s bright out 
_and the same painting gets 
covered in bright colors. He 
says I don’t have intention, 
but | like to let the paint do its thing.” 

Her painting began as a personal retreat. 
“When my children were young I found myself 
painting to have something of my own. It was 
very frustrating because painting has a steep 
learning curve, but I enjoyed it because it was 
my own world.” . 

Her own world has since evolved into a 
soft, colorful oasis. She paints less to capture 
a subject and more to capture the colors of 
an experience, which is made obvious in her 
cover work, “East End Lace.” The work shows a 
crashing wave in whites and greens—common 
in the natural world, yet so rare in artistic 
depictions of the ocean. It’s no wonder that 
seas and skies of the East End have become her 
favorite subject. 

“We live out here by the water and | see it 
reflecting color all the time,” she says. “It’s 
constantly changing. I paint the water because 
it’s luscious. | like the depth of the water, the 
full colors it gives you. With it you can also get 
this shiny light, these reflective colors. And 
with the skies too, you have atmospheric. air 
and clouds and a depth of blue that goes on and 
on. Trying to capture those two things is really 
fun for me.” 


How would you describe your style? 

Well, | first fell in love with the impressionists, 
at age 12.1 saw a room full of Monets at the Met 
and fell in love with that use of color. That’s 
what I’m always attracted to. It catches my 
eye. From there...I just paint. Thirty years of 
painting from impressionist to dots to Fauvism 
to realism, just really responding to the colors 
that are around and responding to the oil 
paints. But I don’t really have a style. 


Earlier in your career you experimented 
with different media. What were some 
of your favorites, and why did you settle on 
oil painting? 

I tried a lot of other things before, and | 
always try to get away from oil paints because 
of the turpentine, but I just like the way linseed 
oil and turpentine dry and the colors that they 
keep. More than anything else, once you start 
painting the oil paint gets a buttery consistency 
that’s very fun to work with. It’s a full, soft 
feeling. Maybe you can do it with acrylic, but I 
kind of gave up before I got there. Watercolors 
are a whole different thing. You need to plan 
ahead. It’s a whole different process. 


What inspires you to select your subjects? 

A need for calm, I think. There has to 
be something calm. A lot of the time I feel 
very hectic inside, so its funny my 
paintings come out so calm. When | was in 


school, professors always wanted 
me to have higher contrasts in what 
1 aid Buti like to soften. it: cout. [ 


don’t know why, I don’t know if it’s as effective 
to the viewer, but I have a tendency to soften 
things up. 


You’ve also done a great deal of work with 
The Gallery in Sag Harbor as well as with the 
White Room Gallery. How has working on the 
business side of art had an impact on your 
view of art? 

Well, I understand the business side of it. 
You know, some people won’t buy [a piece 
of artwork] just because they’re looking for 
something blue.

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Fireflies: 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


When I was a girl, summer 
evenings provided relief from 
the sweltering Nebraska days. 
We took out the lawn chairs 
and watched the lightning 
bugs, also known as fireflies. 
We weren't allowed to catch 
them, though. My mother 
didn’t understand why anyone

declining everywhere. Scientists are just 
beginning to research this, though they’ve 
already put forth some _ suppositions, the 


big one being human encroachment on the 
insects’ habitat. 

_ Fireflies need the things in their environment 
that we like to “keep under control”: Some 
standing water, like small ponds—but that 
might attract mosquitoes, and we need to spray 
for mosquitoes. Fireflies also prefer leaf litter, 
rotten logs and tall grass on the lawn, but 
most people find any of those elements 
unsightly or are worried there might be ticks— 
and, of course, we need to spray for ticks. 
We use pesticides on the lawn to prevent 
weeds, but those chemicals also _ prevent 
bugs. Meadows and moist fields are ideal for 
fireflies, but there aren’t many of them left. 


And, of course, we need to light our streets 
and houses, landscapes and gardens. There’s no 
darkness for a flashing firefly to attract a mate. 

No wonder fireflies are declining. So are bees 
and other beneficial insects. We’re dependent on a 
healthy ecosystem and the decline of these insects 
is a clear indication of an ecosystem in trouble. | 
feel strongly that we need to begin to make some 
changes, and if we make them incrementally, they'll 
be less painful. 

- If you must spray for ticks, insist that the spray be 
organic and applied only early in the morning, when 
insects are less active. Realize that spraying won’t 
kill all ticks. 

- Usually people like to keep their lawns short, 
but short grass isn’t good for fireflies. Consider 
contacting a lawn care professional who keeps lawns 
using organic techniques. 

- Use Damminix Tick Tubes to help with 
tick control. These biodegradable tubes 
contain cotton balls infused with a chemical that 
kills ticks. Mice use the cotton balls for their 
nests, where tick larvae like to winter. The first 
meal of the tick larvae will be from the blood 
of mice exposed to the chemical (the mice 
aren't affected), and will kill the ticks. If you live 
next to a wooded area, edge it with a 
three-foot border of wood chips. The best 
prevention, though, is to examine yourself, your 
family members and pets for ticks after you, 
or they, have been outside. Realize you 
can’t eliminate all ticks from your environment,

but you can lessen the risk of contracting a 
tick-born illness. 

- Use no pesticides aes unless absolutely 
necessary. You might need to find people to help you 
make this change, as the alternative to chemicals are 
many and involved. 

- The wildlife in our landscapes all need 
water. Consider a small pond. Keep the 
surface moving with a small pump. Add a couple 
of goldfish or koi, and they'll take care of 
any mosquito larvae. 

- Turn off the lights on your property when 
they’re not needed. This not only helps insects, 
but the more of us that do it, the more stars 
we'll all see. I read that most people in the US. 
can’t see the Milky Way. When I was a girl, the 
Milky Way was right there. 

I suspect that many of us are not aware of 
the results of these changes I’ve suggested. 
We try so hard to live in what we think of as 
a perfect environment. But a perfect environment 
has bees, worms, clover in the lawn, dragonflies 
hovering over a pond, birds nesting in the 
trees and finding food close by for their young, 
healthy soil growing nutritious food, plants 
that don’t need fertilizer every year and many 
fireflies to dazzle the evening sky. .@.

Find Out Who Is Working for

uyer’s Agent. Seller’s Agent. Direct Deal. Such 

terms may sound familiar, but do you really 
know what they mean? That knowledge is essential 
for all sides in real estate dealings, particularly in 
understanding commissions. 

ABuyer’s Agent refers to the issue of representation, 
not commissions, and there’s a distinction between 
the triggers for earning a commission and providing 
representation within the real estate brokerage 
industry. In fact, commission and representation are 
independent variables in real estate brokerage. While 
it’s true that a broker can both represent a party and 
earn a commission from such party’s involvement 
in a given deal, a broker can also not represent a 
party and nonetheless earn a commission from such 
party’s involvement in a deal. 

When it comes to earning a commission, there are 
only two types of brokers in the State of New York: 
the Listing Agent and the Selling Agent (aka the 
Procuring Agent). What’s the difference? 

The Listing Agent receives commission based 
upon such agent obtaining authority from the seller/ 
landlord to offer the property to the public, and such 
commission is earned when such property is sold/ 
rented. (Technically such commission is earned 
before the transaction’s closing at the point when the 
Listing Agent procures [directly or through another 
broker] a buyer/tenant who joins the seller/landlord 
on a meeting of the minds on substantially all of the 
essential terms of a transaction, unless the trigger

is modified by the parties 
in a brokerage agreement.) 
The Selling Agent receives 
commission based upon 
finding a buyer/tenant for 
the listed property and 
such commission is earned 
when such property is 
sold/rented. (Technically, 
such commission is 
earned before the 
transaction’s closing 
at the point when the 
Selling Agent procures 
a buyer/tenant who joins 
the seller/landlord 
on a meeting of the 
minds on_ substantially 
all of the essential terms 
of a transaction, unless 
the trigger is modified 
by the parties in 
brokerage agreement.) 

However, nothing about a broker serving as 
the Listing Agent or the Selling Agent indicates 
if such broker is representing the interests of 
the seller/landlord, the buyer/tenant, or both 
sides of the transaction. In fact, the Department 
of State explains, on its website, that “[t]he 
commission or compensation of a real estate 
broker is not regulated by statute or regulation.” 
On the other hand, representation is regulated by

statute and regulation (Real Property Law §443 and 
19 NYCRR 175.7). 

Specifically, the statute sets forth seven agency 
terms of art that detail the types of representation 
that are available by Real Estate Brokers in a real 
estate transaction. Representation is generally 
determined at the Real Estate Brokerage Firm level, 
not the individual Real Estate Salesperson level, as 
the Agency Disclosure Form states “a licensed real

estate broker acting in the interest of,” not a licensed 
Real Estate Salesperson acting in the interest of. 
Okay, the seven terms are: _ 

(1) Seller’s Agent; (2) Landlords’ Agent; (3) Buyer’s 
Agent; (4) Tenant’s Agent; (5) Broker’s Agent; 
(6) Dual Agent; and (7) Dual Agent with Designated 
Sales Agent. The first four of these are defined in 
plain English as follows: 

e Seller’s Agent: 100% looking out for and 
negotiating on behalf of the seller’s interests while 
directly reporting back to and being accountable to 
such seller. 

e Landlord’s Agent: 100% looking out for and 
negotiating on behalf of the landlord’s interests while 
directly reporting back to and being accountable to 
such landlord. 

-e Buyer’s Agent: 100% looking out for and 
negotiating on behalf of the buyer’s interests while 
directly reporting back to and being accountable to 
such buyer. 

e Tenant’s Agent: 100% looking out for and 
negotiating on behalf of the tenant’s interests while 
_ directly reporting back to and being accountable to 
such tenant. 


To understand the last three agency terms 
of art, three additional foundational terms of art 
are first required to be defined: (1) Direct Deal; 
(2) In-House Deal; and (3) Co-Brokered Deal. Again, 
in plain English: 

e Direct Deal: An individual Real Estate Salesperson 
is both the Listing Agent and the Selling Agent on the 
same transaction. Such agent is also possibly called a 
Licensed Associate Real Estate Broker as Real Estate 
Brokerage Firms are composed of agents that either 
_ hold. a license as an Associate Real Estate Broker or 
Real Estate Salesperson. 

___ @ In-House Deal: Two Real Estate Salespersons at 
the same Real Estate Brokerage firm are collaborating 
on a deal where one agent is serving as the Listing 
Agent and the other is serving as the Selling Agent on 
the same transaction. 

e Co-Brokered Deal: Two Real Estate Brokerage 
_ firms are collaborating on a deal where one firm (by 
and through a Real Estate Salesperson whose license 
is associated with such firm) is serving.as the Listing 
Agent and the other firm (by and through a Real 
Estate Salesperson whose license is associated with 
such firm) is serving as the Selling Agent. 

Now that these three foundational terms of art 
have been defined, the last three agency terms of art 
are defined as follows: 

_ ¢ Broker’s Agent: A Selling Agent on a co-brokered 
deal who indirectly negotiates on behalf of the seller/ 
landlord, but reports back to and is accountable to 
The Listing Agent, not the seller/landlord. The reason 
that such agent cannot be a Seller’s Agent/Landlord’s 
Agent is because a regulation, 19 NYCRR 175.8, 
prevents the Selling Agent on a co-brokered deal 
from directly negotiating with the seller/landlord. 
As a result, the regulation prevents the Selling Agent 

from effectuating four of six of a Seller’s Agent’s/ 
Landlord’s Agent’s requisite fiduciary duties, to wit: 
(1) Confidentiality; (2) Obedience; (3) Accountability; 
and (4) Full Disclosure. Each of those four fiduciary 
duties requires direct contact between agent and 
principal in order to effectuate. 

e Dual Agent: A Direct Deal where the seller/ 
landlord and _ buyer/tenant both knowingly 
waive a conflict of interest permitting the Real 
Estate Salesperson to have compromised 
loyalties in neither negotiating on behalf of either 
party to the transaction. 

e Dual Agent with Designated Sales Agent: An 
In-House Deal where the seller/landlord and buyer/ 
tenant both knowingly waive a conflict of interest 
permitting the Real Estate Brokerage Firm to have 
compromised loyalties and negotiate against itself, 
where an individual Real Estate Salesperson at 
such Real Estate Brokerage Firm will be selected 
by the seller/landlord and a different individual 


Real Estate Salesperson will be selected by the 
buyer/tenant to each serve, respectively, as the 
Listing Agent and the Selling Agent while negotiating 
100% on behalf of the transacting party who selected 
such Real Estate Salesperson. 

With knowledge of all these terms of art, what’s 
lost on the average consumer is that most real estate 
listing agreements that provide for a discount do so 
based on the dispositive factor of whether there’s a 
Direct Deal, because the same Real Estate Salesperson 
is then getting both sides of the commission and is 
therefore willing to give a discount. To illustrate, 
some listings call for a 6% commission to be split 
between the Listing Agent and the Selling Agent, but 
only call for a 4.5% commission if the Listing Agent is 
also the Selling Agent, under a Direct Deal. 

So, buyers/tenants should not avoid Buyer’s 
Agents/Tenant’s Agents to avoid paying commissions. 
Instead, buyers/tenants who are seeking to save

commission should seek out to deal directly with 
the Listing Agent on a Direct Deal. This benefits 
the buyer/tenant because when the seller/landlord 
is paying less commission to the Listing Agent, the 
seller/landlord can charge less money for the house 
while nonetheless netting the same sum in the deal. 
Buyers/tenants seeking to save commission can 
either engage with a Real Estate Salesperson on 
a Direct Deal as an unrepresented buyer/tenant 
working with a Seller’s Agent / Landlord’s Agent or, 
alternatively, if both the seller/landlord and buyer/ 
tenant waive the conflict of interest, the agent can 
act as a Dual Agent and represent all parties to 
the transaction in more of a mediator role with 
compromised fiduciary duties to both sides. @&
